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Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has fully considered Applicant's arguments. Based on the 
evidence, it does indeed appear that their statements concerning the replacement of 
elasticity modulus with shear modulus are valid. That is to say, based on the mode of 
measurement employed to measure the modulus, it was the shear modulus that had 
been recorded. Elasticity (E) modulus, as the Examiner has come to understand this 
term, encompasses different types of moduli of which shear modulus is one and 
compression modulus and tensile modulus are others. Each type of modulus is 
measured using a different technique and/or apparatus and Applicant indicates in a 
1 .132 Declaration that it will be appreciated that, wherever a Micro Fourier Rheometer 
(MFR) is used to characterize a material as is done in the instant Specification, the 
skilled artisan will appreciate that the measurement being taken is that of shear 
modulus given the manner in which an MFR operates. The materials furnished by 
Applicant and the other sources retrieved by the Examiner seem to verify this assertion 
hence the aforementioned amendment does, in fact, seem proper in that it only corrects 
an error obvious to one having ordinary skill. 

As for the prior art rejections, Lutz does not disclose a biomedical implant as one 
of the applications of the polymer material described therein nor would it have been 
obvious to use said material in this capacity. Regarding Hodd, the Examiner agrees 
that there do indeed appear to be some contradictory statements being made as to 
what is the preferred modulus range and even what modulus is measured. After 
thorough review of the document, it is concluded that the reference does not fairly teach 
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an implant having a shear modulus of 0.1 to 5 kpa as all of the shear moduli 
measurements reported in the table are consistent with the range first offered at column 
6, lines 41-44. As for the disclosure at column 1, lines 39-42, there does seem to be 
some suggestion that the "modulus" (reported as compression modulus but Applicant 
speculates that shear modulus had been intended) of 1 to 5 kpa would be sought 
insofar as this is the compression/shear modulus of a natural lens but there is nothing 
that would suggest that Hodd achieves any better than a shear modulus of 21 kpa. 

An updated survey of the prior art did not yield a reference more germane than 
those already of record. Perhaps the most relevant disclosure not previously mentioned 
is that of Kushibiki et al, U.S. Patent # 5,1 16,369. Therein, they teach the preparation of 
lOL-forming composition comprising a polyorganosiloxane that, in a couple of 
embodiments, is a linear polymer bearing both terminal and pendant vinyl moieties. 
Also included are an organohydrogensiloxane and platinum catalyst. (It should be 
noted that the fact that the polymer bearing "polymerizable groups" cures by a different 
mechanism is regarded as inconsequential as the claims do not mandate that the 
polymer bearing polymerizable groups be cured in any specific fashion. In column 8, 
they report that the shear modulus of the lOL-forming composition, once crosslinked 
may be anywhere between 1 x 10~ 3 dynes/cm 2 and 5 x 10 6 dynes/cm 2 corresponding to 
a range in kpa of 1 x 10" 7 to 500. This teaching, in the Examiner's estimation would not 
even render obvious the claimed range of 1 x 10" 1 to 5. 

Inasmuch as the prior art of record fails to even render obvious the instant 
invention, claims 5, 8, 1 1 , 1 4-1 5, 1 8-1 9, 22, 24, 32, and 36-40 are deemed allowable.
